In major cities all 
across Russia, you 
can find graveyards with 
special sections reserved 
for Mafia hoods whoVe gone 
to the big mob clubhouse 
in the sky. They’re easy 
to spot: just look for the 
huge tombstones with 
elaborate portraits of 
murderers on them. 

The trend — which also 
includes detailed carvings 
of gangsters and even their 
cars — started in the 1990s, 
when the chaos that 
followed the break-up of 
the USSR helped make the 
country’s top mobsters 
insanely rich.

Saul Goodman was the 
comic relief in Breaking 
Bad. Is he still funny? 

Yeah, because everyone else 
had a gun to their head! He did 
not. With Better Call Saul, I 
walked away from filming 
thinking we had done a very 
serious show... But then 
I watched the pilot and I 
remembered how funny it all 
was. It has a crazy, totally Saul 
Goodman caper in the middle 
that goes haywire, and you 
just smile because you know 
it’s not going to wind up 
working out. And the way in 
which it goes wrong is so bad 
in such a cringe-worthy way. 
Forget the pilot, even after 
reading the first script, I

screamed out loud. I couldn’t 
believe what they were able 
to accomplish in one episode. 
They really pull the rug out 
from under you. 

Do you feel any pressure 
to one-up Walter White? 

I don’t think I have to one-up 
Walter White. Or Breaking 
Bad. We all thought about this 
show, and the phenomenon of 
Breaking Bad. Part of it can’t 
be competed with by any 
show, because streaming TV 
was not a thing when Breaking 
Bad began, and it was when it 
ended. And it was the perfect 
show to stream because of its 
cliffhanger moments... Maybe 
it’s because I’ve been in show 
business for 30 years, and I’ve 
done a lot of things. Maybe I 
should feel worse, but I don’t ... 

I won’t be shocked if the show 
has a bit of a learning curve in 
terms of reaching an audience. 
I was on Breaking Bad in the 
end of its second season, and 
it was not a big hit show. It 
took the next two seasons for 
people to start talking about 
it on the street. It’s a blessing 
and a curse. The blessing is 
that people will sample it. 

The curse it that people 
will compare, maybe. 

Were you surprised 
by the new origins? 

I think I was aware that Saul 
had sides to him that people 
weren’t seeing. In Breaking 
Bad, I played a scene where 
I told Walter to quit. And that 
was not in Saul’s interest to get 
him to do that. So that speaks 
to a deeper character. I knew 
there was a real guy behind 
the persona — someone who 
might be thinking about the 
better interests of the 
moment. The skills that Jimmy 
McGill has, which become Saul 
Goodman, are still there. He is 
a guy who schemes. He just 
does it naturally. That’s part 
of who he is. It’s not a put-on. 
The show takes place six 
years before Breaking Bad. 
What’s that involve for you? 
Well, I wear a hairpiece. I 
believe in some scenes my 
face has some CGI work. This 
timeline thing is more than you 
think. It doesn’t just go back 
— it slides all around.

Howard Hughes was one of the 20th 
Century’s craziest celebrities. The 
young heirtoa drill-bit company 
made his name as a film producer, 
daring aviator and rooter of hot 
Hollywood chicks in the 1920s and 
1930s. In the 1940s Hughes started 
buying up Las Vegas, often living 
in his lavish hotels. But he was also 
subject to bouts of madness, letting 
hishairand nails grow long, hiding 
out in penthouses for weeks, 
muttering a lot, drinking milkand 
pissing into the empty bottles.

South Australian Richie Crampton made history 
when he won drag racing’s biggest title last year 


G’day, Richie. In 2014 
you won two meets 
in the peak comp for drag 
racers, the National Hot Rod 
Association, including the 
biggest of the lot, the US 
Nationals. So here’s the big 
question: Ford or Holden? 
[Laughs] Holden... My dad 
was definitely a Holden fan. 
You’ve been drag racing 


Stateside for 10 years. 

How’d you begin? 

I was a mechanic, and I was 
pretty certain I was going to 
stay a mechanic or attempt to 
be a mechanic for the rest of 
my career over there. Just 
working on those race cars 
at that level was awesome. 

Of course Td always wanted to 
drive, but not being famous or 


having a famous last name 
or a couple of million dollars 
to bring to the table, I didn’t 
think I’d get the opportunity. 
So it speaks volumes about 
the Lucas family, everyone 
I work with at Lucas Oil, 
Morgan Lucas Racing and 
Toyota forgiving me a shot 
in the driver’s seat. It’s been 
a fairytale ever since. 


Is getting a break like you 
did very rare in the States? 

There’s been a few crew 
members who’ve broken 
through and become 
drivers, but for the most 
part it’s pretty rare. 

Is the Lucas car the first 
top fueller you’d raced? 

Yes. 

It’s said nothing prepares you 
for top fuel. What’s your 
memory of your first pass? 

Hitting the throttle on a 
10,000-horsepower nitro 
top fuel dragster, it’s six Gs 
of acceleration and 0-160kmh 
in 0.8 of a second, so the sheer 
acceleration and sensation of 
being shoved back into the 
seat, I had never experienced 
before. That’s definitely what 
got my attention. 

Is it like being punched 
back into the seat by the 
Incredible Hulk? 

It is, yeah. When you hit the 
throttle, it’s instant. The engine 
instantly goes to 8500rpm 
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and you accelerate faster 
than any other race car on 
the planet. It’s pretty awesome 
feeling. It’s like being strapped 
to a rocket. 

Now that you’ve won the 
Nats, do the Yanks recognise 
that the Aussie drag racing 
scene is strong and we’ve 
got a lot of talent? 

Yeah, definitely. Australian 
drag racing is fairly well 


as a drag racer? 

I think the worst was the first 
round in Englishtown early this 
season. During the first round 
I backed up after the burnout 
and noticed my right front tyre 
was completely flat. At that 
point I was signalling to my 
crew chief and he didn’t see 
that it had no air in it. It was 
one of those situations 


where I could’vejust shut the 
car off and not made the run, 
but instead I elected to stage 
it and run it down there and it 
was kinda hard to steer the 
thing on three tyres going 
530kmh. When the actual 
carcass of the tyre shredded 
down by the finish line big 
pieces of it came around and 
broke the front wing in half. 
That was a pretty scary

If you’re in the Premier League, 
you’re in the sights of every 
fraudster going, says Geoff 
Scott from ex-player watchdog 
Xpro.

— more than they can possibly 
spend — who have little life 
experience. They also have 
plenty of time on their hands 
and are easy to spot if you 
know the right clubs to go 

to. Fraudsters know 
footballers are easy 
money." 

The scam that

— was believable as 
it was unwittingly 
fronted by ex-pro 
Michael Mclndoe,a

Geoff Scott of Xpro says these 
scams attract players from both 
ends of the age scale. “Younger 
players get duped because they 
wanttoget involved in these 
deals, while older players are 
worried about what they’ll do 
when they retire and look to 
do something ‘safe’ with their 
cash. A property scheme 
withall their mates seems like 
a good idea. It’s too late 
when they find out it’s not.” 

Plenty of big-name 
players are feeling the 
effects now they’ve left the 
game.

It goes on throughout the 
soccer pyramid. Martin Gritton 
(below right) who played for 
Torquay and Grimsby and now 
works in sports PR, says each 
club endures hovering wheeler- 
dealers. “They can be anything, 
from someone selling knock- 
off designer gear in the bar, to 
organised investment schemes. 
One teammate got stung with 
a car lease. A guy pretended 
to offer high-end vehicles at 
a discount, then a legitimate 
lease company came after 
my pal for a lot of money, 
saying it was their car. The 
original guy was a crook.” 

Gritton says that while 
schemes are often legal, 
many young players are 
unaware ofthe financial and 
legal implicationsof whatthey 
are signing, ill-equipped to deal 
with their new bank balances. 

“The PFA [Professional 
Footballers Association] are 
there to offer advice on buy-to- 
lease property companies here 
and abroad, tax-backschemes, 
and questionable investment 


opportunities, but it’s easy 
for young players to have their 
heads turned, particularly at the 
lower level. It’s the pressure of 
wanting to live up to the status 
of being a pro footballer. Some 
companies offer perfectly legal 
— but unobtainable — luxuries 
to players, like holidays, cars, 
chartered jets and the like. 
They’re perfect if you’re playing 
for Chelsea, but a nonsense if 
you’re at [fourth-tier club] 
Accrington. Younger players 
need responsible advice 
on how to invest.” 






MASSIVE

An agent of one player close to 
the $60 million scheme said, “It 
was a classic pyramid scheme. 
You’d give him $20k on the 
understanding you’d get 20 per 
cent back each month, which you 
would for the first two months. 
You’d tell your mates to invest, 
then the money dries up. Some 
even withdrew their cash with a 
profit, which made others feel 
even safer. It then collapsed.” 

As the money piled in, it was 
quickly disappearing. And when 
the scheme snagged its 500th 
investor, Mclndoe (right) threw 
a huge party, with $l2k worth 
of glamour models that weren’t 
even paid for. 

“It was all smoke and mirrors,” 
says the agent. “The scheme was 
nonsense. It was all done through 


texts: lads had $200k in there and 


were relying on a weekly text to 
know where it was.
